Nobel Prize 


Discoveries Opened 
New Avenues In 


Cancer Research 


STOCKHOLM (AP)

Three 
A m erican scientists won the 19 58 
Nobel Prize in Medicine and Phy - 
sioiogy today for solv ing som e of 
the basic riddles of heredity . 
Their discov eries were credited 
by a m em ber of the prize-aw ard­ 
ing body with opening new av e­ 
nu es in cancer research.

Dr.

Wells Beadle, 55, of the California 
Institu te of Technology ; E. L. T a­ 
tu m . 49 , of New Y ork’s R ocke­ 
feller Institu te; and Joshu a Leder- 
berg, 33, of the U niv ersity of Wis­ 
consin.

D escribing the work of the prize 
w inners,

Torbjorn 
Casper- 
son of the Caroline Institu te said 
trv e research of Beadle and Tatu m 
in the early 19 40s “ led to the dis­ 
cov ery th at the indiv idu al gene 
acts by directing indiv idu al steps 
in the cou rse of chem ical sy n­ 
thesis in the cell. All the su b­ 
stances in the cell are bu ilt u p 
step by step in a long series of 
sy nthesizing processes. 
“ The indiv idu al step« are gov ­ 
erned by indiv idu al genes by their 
regu lation of the produ ction of spe­ 
cific enzy m es for each separate 
step.” 
C asperson, him self a world au ­ 
thority on genetics, said this dis­ 
cov ery “ offered the first chance 
to u nderstand the mode of action 
of the genes” and is one of the 
fou ndations of m odern genetics. 
Tnelr research was based larg e­ 
ly on a red bread mold called 
neu rospora crassa, which Beadle 
described as “ one of the m ost u se­ 
fu l genetic gu inea pigs.” 
Any strain of this mold can be 
m u ltiplied a million tim es in a 
cou ple o f day s 
withou t 
genetic 
change. 
Using swiftly m u ltiply ing bac­

Smith was seeking 
to question Byomin about an arg­ 
ument Byomin was involved in 
over the attentions he had been 
paying to a woman. 
In another action the high court 
declined to review refusal of But­ 
ler County courts to prevent Shfr- 
iff Paul A. Pell from giving all 
county towing business to only two 
firms. Otis Spicer appealed dis­ 
missal of his suit by lower courts, 
saying the 
sheriff’s 
policy was 
damaging his business.

Western 
Nobel 
Prize- 
winning authors agreed today that 
Boris Pasternak turned down his 
1958 award because of pressure 
from the Soviet government, not 
because he agreed with the Krem­ 
lin’s condemnation of his work. 
The 68-year-old Russian writer 
was awarded the $41.420 prize a 
week ago for his poetry and his 
novel, “ Doctor Zhivago,” 
which 
describes the loss of freedom in 
Soviet society. The novel is a best- 
sel’er in the West but has been 
suppressed in the Soviet Union. 
Wednesday, after a government 
campaign of vilification in which 
the Nobel committee was accused 
of playing cold war politics, Past­ 
ernak cabled the Swedish Royal 
Academy of Letters that he was 
refusing the prize “because of the 
meaning attributed to this award 
in the society I live in.” 
“Do not take my voluntary re­ 
fusal with any ill will,” he added. 
Previously 
he 
had 
messaged 
that he was “immensely thankful, 
t o u c h e d , 
proud, 
astonished, 
abashed” by the honor. 
France’s Albert Camus, winner 
of the 1957 Nobel Prize for Litera­ 
ture, commented, “I don’t believe 
Pasternak refused the Nobel Prize 
of his own free will. . . . ” 
Earl Bertrand Russell, 86-year 
old British philosopher who won 
the 1950 prize, said he was “dis­ 
gusted with the Russians’ attitude 
to this from the start. Knowing 
the Russian way of life as we do, 


we may well think that Pasternak 
had no alternative but to reject 
this prize.” 
He joined ahother Nobel winner, 
poet T. S. Eliot, and several other 
leading British writers in a plea 
to the Soviet W’riters Union not 
to victimize Pasternak. The un­ 
ion, a prime organ of government 
control of Soviet writers, already 
has expelled Pasternak from its 
ranks. 
Pearl Buck, American author of 
“The Good Earth” and the 1938 
winner, said she was “deeply sad­ 
dened” that Pasternak was not 
permitted to accept the prize. 
“The rejection, which no doubt 
was made under pressure, does 
not alter his world stature as a 
writer,” she added. "It does re­ 
fect, 
most 
unfortunately, 
upon 
upon his government and his com­ 
patriots.” 
Dr. Anders Oesterling, secretary 
of the Swedish awarding commit­ 
tee, said Pasternak would still go 
down in history as the 1958 Nobel 
Prize winner whether the Rus­ 
sians like it or not. 
“Our j u d g m e n t cannot be 
changed by what is now happen­ 
ing,” he said.

IT WILL BE necessary for some

395 when he took office in 1951. 
The 60-p age rep ort will go to 
strte and county officials, p ublic 
libraries and bank s throughout the 
state. 
It will

Analy sis of the state’s financial 
p icture showed all-time high re­ 
ceip ts of $1.421,87 4,934 and record 
ex p enditures of $1,412,893,657 . The 
balance of all funds was $366.147- 
728 at the end of the fiscal y ear. 
General rev enue funds for nor­ 
mal state op erations showed that 
sp ending ex ceeded rev enues by 
$45,600,552. But a transfer of $17 ,- 
214,136 in undiv ided p ublic utili­ 
ties tax es cut the decrease to $28,- 
386,416. The result was a drop in 
the general rev enue fund balance 
during the y ear from $131,350,536 
to $102,964,121. The balance includ­ 
ed cash and funds encumbered but 
not sp ent. 
Sales tax collections, the state’s 
largest single sources of rev enue, 
reflected recession inroads.

SO NON-POLITICAL was the as­ 
semblage that the Republican gu­ 
bernatorial candidate, Wesley Po­ 
well, sat around the corner in his 
store front campaign headquarters 
but would not desecrate the mo­ 
ment with an appearance a nd 
handshake. 
Yet when the speaker of the 
ev ening noted that the last time 
he was in Concord he had talked 
with Gov . Adams, the house fell 
in. Jimmy Durante couldn’t hav e 
torn it up more — with or with­ 
out old Clayton and Jackson. 
Later the v isitor from New York 
asked political questions — would 
l’afiaire Adams lose this Repub­ 
lican 
stronghold? 
cores 
said, 
“no.” Not ev en the labor people 
and the Democrats were using the 
issue against the GOP. 
What would Mr. Adams be do­ 
ing now that life begins anew at 
60 for the former civ ilian chief of 
staff? He would not stay long in 
his home state was the report. 
There were those who had talked 
with President Eisenhower at Get­ 
tysburg not too long ago. They

Sherman 
Adams was seriously considering 
offers from sev eral gov ernments 
to aid dev elopment of their for 
eign trade. 


ONE REPORT had it that the

These underdev eloped countries 
hav e pointed out that this could 
mean safe inv estment of Ameri­ 
can capital, higher standards in 
the homeland and new jobs in the 
U.S. 
In such pursuits Mr. Adams has 
had considerable experience. 
He 
had always been 
for reciprocal 
trade and loans to foreign lands. 
One “neighbor” said it might 
go the other way. He pointed out 


that back in 1947 Mr. Adams rep­ 
resented the American pulpwood 
industry. For 
two 
years 
he 
pushed for good 
trade relations 
witn Canada. 
This was really an Adams’ spec­ 
ialty — foreign trade relations. So 
there might be some large Ameri­ 
can corporation seeking to dev elop 
contacts with other lands. 
It should not be forgotten that 
Mr. Adams still is on^ of the na­ 
tion’s most influential men. 
For 
at least another two years, he can 
reach the President of the United 
States. For another two years, he 


still can reach some of the Presi­ 
dent's intimates whose financial 
interests are worldwide. 


AND WHAT DID the labor peo­ 
ple think? Some of them, speak­ 
ing off-the-record,

one of the first mov es Sherman 
Adams made as gov ernor was to 
set up a joint committee to bring 
new industry into the state. 
When Adams took ov er in '51,

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Bread Wins Friends with Men

When a husband asks a bunch 


of his pals to a “ for men only” 
evening, the distaff side usually 
prepares the snacks. If you want 
to win friends and influence peo­ 
ple, you might consider this of­ 
fering that most men like. 


Three simple foods make it up: 


siiced ham, s l i c e d Swiss and 
Cheddar cheese, bread. They’ r e 
accompanied by ready-prepared or 
homemade mustard and such rel­ 
ishes as celery, olives and pickles. 
The men make their own hearty 
sandwiches. 
But here’s the real enticement: 


Ihe 
bread 
is 
home-baked and 


fresh from th£ oven. The acquain­ 
tance who originally convinced us 
this combination was man-bait, ar­ 
ranges her kitchen life so that 
the loaf comes out of the oven 
shortly before it’s eaten. She says 
the old-fashioned aroma wafting 
tnrough the house puts her hus­ 
band’s men friends into a won­ 
derful mood of anticipation and 
the collation nevr fails to be a 
success. 
No kneading’s necessary for this 
loaf: it’s texture is more crumbly 
and less elastic than the rye flour 
bread you buy. Many large food 
markets carry the packaged whole 
rye flour called for and your kit­ 
chen shelves probably hold 
the

caraway seed that adds to the 
loaf’s flavor and crunchiness. 
Ryt- Batter Bread 
Ingredients: 2 1 package active 
dry yeast, I Ya cups warm (110 to 
115 degrees) water, 2 tablespoons 
light molasses, 1 cup whole rye 
flour, 2Vfe cups sifted white flour, 
2 teaspoons salt, 1 tablespoon car­ 
away seeds, 2 tablespoons soft 
shortening. 
Method: Sprinkle the yeast over 
the warm water in a medium­ 
sized mixing bowl. Add molasses, 
half of both the rye and white 
flour, salt, caraway seeds 
and 
soft shortening. Beat 2 minutes, 
using medium speed of electric 
mixer or 300 vigorous strokes by 
hand. Scrape sides and bottom of 
bowl often. With a mixing spoon, 
blend in the remaining rye and 
white flour until smooth-1 to lYz 


minutes. Scrape batter from sides' 
of bowl. 
Cover with a cloth and let rise 
in a warm place, free from draft, 
until doubled in bulk-about 30 min­ 
utes. Stir down batter by beating 
about 25 strokes. Spread batter 
evenly in greased loaf pan (9 by' 
5 by 3 inches); batter will be 
sticky. 
Let rise in warm place (85 de-j 
grees; free from draft,, until edge 
of batter reaches 1 inch from topt 
of pan-about 30 minutes. Bake in 
monderate (37 5 degrees) oven 45 
to 50 minutes. 
To test loaf,, tap the top crust: 
it should sound hollow. Remove 
at once from pan to wire rack. 
Brush top with a little melted 
butter. Serve frsh, warm or cold.

Any such 
charter shall provide for the election 
by the electors of the metropolitan 
federation of the officers exercising 
legislative powers thereunder and the 
principal officer exercising executive 
powers thereunder. Such charter mav 
provide for the exercise by the fed­ 
eration of any of the powers vested 
by the Constitution or laws of Ohio 
in townships and municipalities and 
in counties where an entire county is 
to be included within the area. Only 
such powers as are designated in the 
charter may be exercised by the fed­ 
eration and those powers not desig­ 
nated shall be reserved to the town­ 
ships. municipalities, and any county, 
included therein. Such charter may 
provide for the concurrent or exclu­ 
sive exercise by 
the 
metropolitan 
federation, in all or part of its area, 
of

powers. It may provide for the suc­ 
cession 
by the 
federation

rights, properties, and obligations of 
townships, 
municipalities,

tricts for purposes of administration 
or of taxation or of both. Notwith­ 
standing anything contained in any

be delegated to the metropolitan fed­ 
eration and to the extent that such 
powers and duties are so delegated as 
provided in the charter, such metro­ 
politan federation shall participate in 
the destribution of township, munici­ 
pal, and county revenue» .

amendment 
thereto shall become effective until it 
shall have been approved by a ma­ 
jority of those voting thereon (1) in 
the entire area included by the pro­ 
visions of the charter.

Every 
charter or amendments thereto shall 
take effect on the thirtieth day after 
such approval unless another date be 
fixed therein.
